Late news received early thif morn- 
ing from various cities gave the re 
sults of switchmen’s strike meetings |.

ing tendency of the men to go out in 
sympathy .with the runawey strike in 
Chicago. Here are the latest dispatches: 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal.—A strike of 
switchmen and yard engineers and 
firemen seriously interfered with the 
freight movements in most of the rail 
centers in California. Starting at Los 
Angeles, where 1,400° yardmen em- 
ployed by the Southern Pacific, Santa 
Fé, and Salt Lake railways walked 


out, the strike spread to other points. 


Southern Pacific officials said 443 men 
were out in San Francisco and Oak- 
land. Walkeuts also were reported 


in Roseville, Bakersfield, Mojave, and 
Colton. At @ meeting. of several hun- 
dred striking yardmen the “ San Fran- 
cisco Yardmen’s Association” was 
formed and/@7 cents an heur for yard- 
men was démanded. 


ST. LOUIS, traffic is 
virtuall standstill throughout the 
St Louis distffet, which includes East 
St. Louls and Madigon, Ill., as the re- 
sult of the strike of the yardmen on 
the twenty-seven railroads in the dis- 
trict. Passenger schedules are being 
maintained, officials of the Terminal 
Railroad association, with members of 
their office force, manning the switch- 
ing crews. Practically all of the 
switchmen failed to report<¢for work 
and some enginemen followed their 
lead. Officials of the St. Louis Dis- 
trict Yardmen's association, which 
fostered the strike, asgert that approx} 
mately 56,000 men will eventually be 
affected.

universal military training in the sen- 
ate changed their tactics today and put 
terward ‘a new plan providing for a 
system of voluntary service. 

Senator Hitchcock of Nebraska, the 
Democratic leader, said he was inclined 


to favor the new program, and it was 
believed tonight that the voluntary | 
scheme would have a good chance of 
adoption, although some of the best 
friends of universal training do not 
like it. They hold that !t would appeal 
to the best and patriotic young men 
of the country and throw the burden 
of national defense upon them while 
slackers would enjoy the benefits and 
contribute nothing to safeguard the 
nation. 

Senator Frelinghuysen ef New Jer- 
sey, an ayowed believer in universal 
training, is the author of the new p'an. 
Under its provisi young men when 
they reach their teenth year, or 
at any time for ten years thereafter, 
may take four months’ training at the 
federal government's expens?, and if 
they choose, may enroll for five years 
in the organized reserves. 

Universal Training Doomed. 
Senator Frelinghuysen said he had 
framed the substitute plan after con- 
sulting with his colleagues on the com- 
ae which drafted the army revr- 

tion bill. He said it was appar- 
ent that universal training as original- 
ly drafted was doomed to defeat, and 
he frwas anxious to save the country 
from the dangers of haying no train- 
ing system whatever. 
“I know that universal training will 
be defeated and therefore, so ‘hat we 
may have some system of training, 
just as an experiment if you please, I 
have offered this amendment,” said 
Senator Frelinghuysen. “It will give 
a chance to those who recognize their 
obligation to be prepared te defend 
their country to volunteer their serv- 
tces.

In Fort Wayne 2,500 workers in the Pennsylvania 
shops have struck for the purpose of enforcing a 
demand for a closed shop. This is a strike that cer- 
tainly ought not to be authorized, for the courts have 
more than once decided that no employer could ps 
forced to maintain a closed shop. 

Finally we have the strike of the harbor workers 
in New York, their grievance being that one of the 
railroads has sold its boats, the fear being that the 
new owners will not maintain the eight hour day.

Educated Young Voters.
